Straw HaraeilioeB. 


Straw is put to strange uses in Ja- 


pan. Most of the horses are shod with 
straw. 
Even the clumsiest of cart 


horses wear straw shoes. 
In their 


case the shoes are tied around the 
ankles with straw rope and are made 
of the ordinary rice straw, braided so 
that they form n sole for the foot about 
half an inch thick. These soles cost 
about a half penny per ^ir, and when 
they are worn out they are thrown 
away. Every curt has a stock of fresh 
new shoes tied to the horse or to the 
front of the cart and In Japan it was 
formerly the custom to measure dis- 
tance largely by the number of horse- 
shoes it took to cover the distance. So 
many horseshoes made a day's jour- 
ney, and the average shoe lasted for 
about eight miles of travel.

•eeking opportunities to invest capital. 
Good Knvf-rnment also secures to those 
Who have invested capital the protec- 
t 0 i ot »qmi laws. Tnruugh good gov- 
ernment opportunity ia given e<*oh in- 
dividiml to procure, through business 
enterprise, equnl advantages to better 
his condinon. 


When business oonfHence ia pro- 


cured through equal opportunity there 
ie a stimulus given to industry that it 
does not rec ive through auy othtr 
»ource, Before tqual advantages can 
come there must pnceda them tbe 
enactment of laws that will secure 
justice to <h". hiimblert citizen before 
the law and through the law. Tbe 
rich should be required to sus-tnin 
sqiidlly with the poor tbe burdens of 
government. The eott»g9 of tbe man 
who eins bis bread by dnily labor 
should not be required to take upon 
it, through a greater valuation than if 
placed upon the property of the rich, 
more of !be burdens of government 
than 'lie properly of tbe rich is re- 
quired to support.
